The meeting was called to order with Mayor McAden presiding.

The Mayor stated that the meeting was called for the purpose of consider-
ing the appeals of taxpayers from the action of the Board of Equalization for
the year 1954%; and the following persons then appeared and were hebid:

TEZAS FEBERATICON OF WOMENS CLUBS

MR. TRUEMAN &, O'QUINN and MR. CHAS. E. CRENSHAW represented the Texas
Federation of Womens Clubs, 2312 San Gabriel. It was stated in the hearing
that this group was a non-profit organization, operating at over $L4,000 loss
each year; was exempt from State and County taxes by legislative act. The
Attorneys felt the value of the property was too high. The Tax Assessor stated
there was a 15% discount allowed for obsolescence in the building--one purpose
building, ete. MRS. L. E. DUDLEY, President, Abilene, Texas; MRS. J. HOWARD
HCDGE, Midlend, MRS, OLIN CULBERSON, Trustee, 5th District, and MISS RUTH H.
HCRRIGAN, Executive Director, were present. MR, O'QUIRN stated an appralsal
was being made and would be ready to submit to the Council very shortly. He
stated Austin had encouraged headguarter buildings in Austin. The Council
deferred action on this until 2:00 P.M., November 1, 195k,

Mr. Everett Looney represented Mr. Chas. N. Allred, Acreage on Fredericks-
burg Road, stating this was farm land, and was assessed as subdivision land.
The Appraisers were present and explalned the valuation as set; that it bordered
on four roads. This acreage is outside the city limits, and the appeal made
concerned the school tax. The matter was deferred until Monday, November 1lst
at 2:00 P.M.

HAZEL W. and HOWARD WRIGHT - 4808 Interregional Highway

Mr. Wright explained that hls property was still being used as residen-
tial; that it had been ruilned as residential property by the Highway; and that
& baseball field was in the back of him and two of his neighbors, which further
decreased the value of the property as residence. He believed the land should
be valued at between $1500 and $1750. The Appraiser had checked the property,
and found the value of $30.00 a front foot was in line with all the rest, It
wes suggested that the Council consider the ball park location to see if the
adjustment was too high on the residence and improvements. The lend gets its
value from its potentlal commercial use, The Council deferred action until
Novenber lst at 2:00 P.M.
